Arkansas House Monday passed a 
bill giving lower income bracket 
wage earners a stale income tax 
break. 


The House also passed a bill to 


repeal a one-half cent, a pound 
lax on honey after 'its sponsor, 
Newlon Hep. W.D. Baker, said . 
Ihe cost of collecting tho tnx ex- 
ceeded Ihe revenue it produced. 


The income lax deduction would 


be most beneficial lo taxpayers 
earning less (ban $10,000, •but it 
sets up a new rale structure for 
slate lax assessed on incomes 
mder $25,000.
